Robert Mitchell was elected 
piesideii of the Board of Trade 
for 1918' at a meeting of the 
newly elected board of directors 
Monday evening. K. M. Ham, 
who has served as president this 
year, was elected vice president. 

Election of dirctors was the 
feature of the meeting of the 
Board of Trade earlier in the 
evening. The meeting was well 
attended and haimonious, tho 
there was plenty of spirit in the 
expedition of business. 

New Directorate 
Nominations were made from 
the floor, and the vote by bal¬ 
lot. The vote was announced as 
follows, the seven highest l)eing 
elected: W. H. Holabird 17, 

C. J. Pegler 17, W. W. Felgate 
17, Robert Mitchell 16, C. C. Wil¬ 
son 14, K. M. Ham 13, C. W. 
Forman 12, E. D. Topping 11, 
(;. L. Kelley 7, J. A. Osgood 1. 

Messrs. Mitchell, Holabird, 
Wilson and Forman are new to 
the official roster of the board. 
Pi-evailing comment is to the ef¬ 
fect that the Boai'd will start 
out with an unusually strong di¬ 
rectorate. 

Secretary J. N. Hawks and 
Treasuj’er F. W. Nuetzel were re¬ 
elected by acclamation. 

President Ham called atten¬ 
tion to the fact that the activi¬ 
ties of the Board had been lai’ge- 
ly diverted from the usual field 
to patriotic matters. He cited 
president Wilson’s statement of 
the unselfish attitude and aims 
in entering the great wai' and 
commended that spirit to the 
members of the Board as they 
entered ui)on the task of electing 
new officers. 

Tournament Float 
Sierra Madre will be repre- 
.sented in the annual ’Iburna- 
ment of Ilo.^es at Pasadena, 
probably in the Red Cross divi¬ 
sion. Chairman Topping of the 
committee appointed several 
months ago deferred to Chair¬ 
man J. I). Mackerras of the Red 
Cross in the presenting of plans. 
The Pasadena Chapter had ex¬ 
tended an urgent invitation to 
Sierra Madre to send a Red 
Cross Entry. That would be 
pai’ticularly approi)riate inas¬ 
much as the whole Touinament 
will take on a patriotic charac¬ 
ter. 

There was some suggestion of 
withdrawing f]om the field and 
allowing the Red Ci'o.ss Chapter 
to make the entry. George B. 
.Morgridge suggested that from 
past precedent the Board of 
Trade had come to l)e recognized 
as the proper organization to 
make the community’s entry and 
already had the machinery in a 
standing committee. 'Fhat com¬ 
mittee could be enlarged by in¬ 
viting repre.sentation fi’om the 
Red Cross and the entry made 
of a lied Cross nature. That 
would entail no undue burden on 
the chapter, either of work or 
expense. Several others favored 
that idea. The board voted ac¬ 
cordingly and Mr. Mackerras 
was invited to act on the com-^ 
mittee with Messrs. Topping 
and Felgate, wil^ pow'er to draft 
assi.stants.

The idea to loan^ 
odd quarters and small savings; 
to help Uncle Sam win the war 
and at the same time drawing 
four ijer cent interest pi-oved ex- i 
tremely popular. 

Charles Hull was the first pur¬ 
chaser in Sierra Madre. He ap¬ 
peared at the post office early i 
Monday morning l^efore .school 
and bought the first. Thrift' 
Stamp. 

A little later Mrs. A. Hoegee; 
brought in the liank of her son,' 
Horace and invested the content 
in War Savings Stamps, and; 
started a Thrift card one stamp; 
toward the next W'ar Savings; 
Stamp. 

Next came a man who bought; 
a Thrift Stamp for each of his I 
children and started a card for 
each of them. 

And so it has been going.! 
though not all for the children! 
by any means. Several business; 
men have bought a War Savings: 
Stamp and then started a Thrift 
card toward another. 

By saving a quarter here and; 
a quarter there and buying 
Thrift Stamps it will not take; 
long to fill the card with Sixteen 
of them and then a few odd cents i 
additional will purchase one of; 
the War Savings Stamps which, 
can l)e redeemed for ^5 on Jan. 
1. 1923. The increase repre-; 
sents four i>er cent compounded 
(juarterly. 

.Anybody can buy a 25-cent! 
stamp and start a Thrift Card.; 
There ought to be one or more, 
in every house in Sierra Madre-; 
There can be no more effective 
way of practicing war economy i 
than by buying Thrift Stamps j 
instead of needless little luxur- j 
ies and indulgences. j

America.

He is in constant demand at all 
sorts of gatherings and conven-| 
tions on account of the ease and 
charm of his delivery as well as 
the virility of his thinking.

Trustees to Succeed ' 

E .F. Bidlou 

At a stormy meeting of the 
city trustees last Friday even¬ 
ing the board voted to declare 
vacant the office of accouiitaiin 
for the water department held 
by E. F. Ballou, and later ap- 
IKiinted J. C. Dickson to tlie po-! 
sition. The action does not ef- j 
feet the tenancy of the cityj 
clerkship by Mr. Ballou, that lie-j 
ing an elective office. ; 

'File meeting was siiecially; 
called and was largely attended. 
All memliers were present except. 
'rrustee Nourse who was out of' 
town. The action against Mr. i 
Ballou was ba.'^ed on accusation | 
of Chaiinian Dietz who repoifled 
that while seeking data from the 
hooks of the water department 
a ([uestion had been answered 
with that he was a nuisance and 
ought to l)e thrown out of the 
city hall. 

Several piotests against the 
proiwsed action were voiced by 
citizens, together with threats of; 
recall proceedings. W. C. Davis, 
urged that Mr. Ballou he re-1 
tained on the ground that no 
fault had been found with his 
efficiency as an accountant. E.; 
\y. Camp said he recognized that, 
if he or Mr. Davis had u.sedi 
such language toward the head; 
of the corporation foi' which j 
they work their jobs would last! 
about as long as it would take! 
to get their hats. Yet he be- 
lieved in the interest of com¬ 
munity harmony the trustees; 
would l)est overlook the gross | 
impropriety involved and not; 
take the action proposed. 

The board members took the 
position that the reported con¬ 
duct was inexcusable, involving 
a degree of friction which would 
hamper the business of the city, 
and stood pat on the program.

mocracy.” He began by show-j 
ing how Moses was the first imui I 
to pay the price of Democracy i 
by refusing the pleasures, pos-1 
sessions and powers of the 
Egyptian autocracy when he 
had liecome a man, and cast his 
lot with the mas.ses who were 
looking for a leader to .strike! 
the shakles from the wrists and 
give them liberty. 

Then reference was miule in 
quick succession to the price: 
paid by the Carpenter oi Naza¬ 
reth at the outset of his career, 
to the .sacrifice of I.eonidas’: 
three hundred at Thermopalae,- 
and to that of the martyrs, Pil¬ 
grims, Revolutionists of Colon¬ 
ial days. Then he came to the 
Great War and the role of Bel¬ 
gium in it. “Territorially the 
smallest state in Europe; neu¬ 
tral, and her neutrallity guaran¬ 
teed by the nations; half moun-' 
tain half plain; half manutac- 
ing and half agricuftiiral: half 
Flemish and half Waloon: half 
Catholic and half agnostic, little j 
Belgium offered herself a vicar¬ 
ious sacrifice for the Democracy 
of the World,” as Charles Sar- 
olea ha.s put it. “Belgium will 
have left an inspiring example 
to posterity. She has lost 
everything, hut she has saved 
liei' own soul, and she has saved 
the liberties of Euroite” Hail 
Belgium! I

EDITORIAL CHAT 

A RED CIJpSS CHRISTMAS 

The War Council of the American Red Cross has con¬ 
ceived that a great National purijose will be served by hav¬ 
ing membership in the Red Cross almost as universal as 
citizenship. The War Council says: 

Although pledged as a Nation to the Natiomil purpo.se 
during this great crisis, it will not be granted to a large per¬ 
centage of us to play a part in the fighting lu-anches of onr 
country’s service- 

All of us, however, can be identified with the Red Cross, 
which in these times when whole Nations are organized for 
warfare, is big enough and strong enough to carry some of 
the burden for our soldiers, our sailors and our Allies. 

We want a Red Cross of fifteen million members. We 
want the strength and support that will grow from this 
army of members. 

We have set Christmas time to attain this goal, becau.se 
we believe that the Red Cross and Christmas spring from 
the same spirit, and we wish to lii ing these two great sym¬ 
bols of mercy, sacrifice and cheer. To this our first Christ¬ 
mas in the war, we want the Red Cross symbol to add not 
a spirit of dejection l)ut the thought of serious purpose and 
sacrifice which through accomplishment it represents. 

We hope that from this Christmas campaign of 191'.' 
will grow a permanent custom which will inc'reaso the signi¬ 
ficance of bofh Christmas and the Red Cross. 


PERM ANENT PEACE AN!) THE WA^ TO GET IT 

Permanent petice insuied liy democratie government is the 
keynote of President Wilson’s message at the opening of 
Congress. It is an inspiring statement of tlie war aims of 
the Allies against autocracy as represented by, the central 
powers. If the message lacks some of the appeal of former 
statements by the president it is only becau.se it is devoted 
-SO largely to the practical liusiness of winning the war. The 
President knows how it must lie done. Here in sub¬ 
stance, is the President’s conception of what we are righting 
for; 

“Our present and immediate task is to win the war ami 
nothing shall turn us aside from it until it is accomplished. 

“Tho.se who desire to bring jieace about liefore that pur¬ 
pose is acliieved 1 c(*un.sel to carry their adviee elsewhere, 
i We will not entertain it. 

“German powei’, consisting of combined intrigue and 
force, must be ciuslied and, if it lie not utterly brought to 
an end, at least shut off from the friendly intercour.se of na¬ 
tions. 

“When the pre.seiit rulers of Germany shall have been 
supplanted by trustwortliy siiokesmen of tlie German peo¬ 
ple ready to suljscrilie to provisions to protect the world 
from the recurrence of war, we shall be willing to pay the 
full price for peace, that price being justice done at every 
point and to every nation tliat the (inal .settlement must af¬ 
fect, our enemies as well as our friends. 

“We shall regard the war as won only when the Ger¬ 
man ijeople say to us through proijerly accredited repre- 
.sentatives that tliey are ready to agree on a settlement 
• based upon justice and the reparation of wrongs their rulers 
have done. They have done a wrong to Helguim which 
must be repaired. 

“F’urthermoio, Germany must not only render back Bel¬ 
gium and Northern France, but reliiniuish power over Au.s- 
tria-IIungary, the Balkan States, 'I’urkey and Asia Minor. 

“It is not intendofl to impair or I'earrange the Austro- 
Hungarian empire, but it is desired to restore to Austro- 
Hungarians independent control of their affairs, f’or the 
Balkan states and Turkey it is desired to procure security 
from foreign oppression and injustice. 

“The very deep wrongs committed in this war will have 
to be righted, but not only by the commissioy of similar 
wrongs against Germany and her Allies. And the settlement 
of the struggle will peid'orce he devoid of the iniquities per- 
fieti ated by the congress of Vienna, a century ago. 

“Considerations of humanity forbid vindictive action of 
any kind in the war settlement. The Central Powers shall 
not be robbed or punished becau.se ii responsible rulers of a 
single country have themselves done deep and aliominable 
wrong. 

“The crude formula of no annexations, no contributions, 
no punitive indemnities exi)re.sses what justice and humani¬ 
ty dictate despite its mischievous misuse by German agents 
to lead the people of Russia astray. 

“Autocracy must first be shown the utter futility of its 
claims to power or leadership in the modei’n world, where¬ 
upon it will be po.s.sible for the victoi% unselfishly to ba.se 
peace on genei'osity and justice, an unprecedented act.
